And last week, EYES & EARS stayed 
closer to home, visiting with sculptors 
Perry Russ and Tom Strine in the Design 
& Development Department, where they 
create models for ceramic character mer- 
chandise, plush and squeeze plastic toys, 
speciality plaques, plates, commemorative 
coins, and related merchandise. 

This week, we finish our overview of 
sculpting at Walt Disney World. ]

Not every Walt Disney World cast 
member works on our 43 square miles 
of property surrounding the Magic 
Kingdom, the hub of activity here. 
No, there are plenty working in small 
satellite-like warehouses and office 
complexes all across the Central 
Florida community. 

North East of us, sitting along 
Highway 441 in South Orlando, is the 
Regency Industrial Park, and our 
Display Warehouse complex. If you 
walk through the lobby, through two 
enormous warehouse rooms stacked 
high with building materials over- 
head and sawdust underfoot, you will 
arrive at the twin desks of Disney 
sculptors Jim McNalis and Harry 
Gladstone. And it is here that they 
bring Disney animation to life. 
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The primary end-product of the 
many crafts people located at the Dis- 
play Warehouse, are the incredibly 
beautiful and intricate windows fac- 
ing Main Street along the Emporium. 
Windows which encompass a Disney 
motion picture in six or so scenes, 
transforming the projected two- 
dimensional scenes into three- 
dimensional fantasy-like reality, with 
movement and bright colors, for our 
guests strolling down Main Street 
window shopping. 

We said primary, but not only 
end-product, for as one Display 
Warehouse employee put it, “Sure 
we do the Emporium windows, but 
we also do nine million-and-one 
other things too!”

It’s a team function at the Display 
Warehouse, involving many discip- 
lines in the art and crafts fields. But 
it’s all centered around the movie 
characters, and it’s Jim and Harry’s 
job to create those characters. 

“We make the models for the 
characters in the Emporium win- 
dows,” Jim explained. “Whereas 
most sculpting is rather small in na- 
ture, we work full size, with each 
character in proportion to the other as 
they appear in the movie.” 

“And many of our characters have 
to be capable of movement,” Harry 
added. 

Jim, a cast member for three years 
here, has been sculpting as far back as 
he can remember. “As a child, I re- 
member carving bars of soap, but 
once I got my hands in clay, I knew I 
was hooked for life! Sculpting is a 
compulsion with me.” Jim went on to 
explain that he received his first in- 
formal lessons by watching an old 
British mold maker in California dur- 
ing his younger years. Then it was on 
to a number of colleges and art 
schools for formal training, but 
mostly “just working at it.” 

“I had always wanted to work for 
Disney, but I started out doing politi- 
cal and entertainment industry carica- 
tures. I did a bust of President Nixon 
for the cover of TIME Magazine, 
among others,” Jim related to us. 
“Then I was hired by Disney in 
California for Florida.” 

Harry’s background is just the op- 
posite. “Sculpting was a hobby for 
me, I had never done it professionally 
prior to working for Disney.” Harry 
worked as an illustrator out of art 
school, doing advertising and design 
work in that field. “For a while, I free- 
lanced, drawing Donald Duck for 
Disney comic books.” 

“Art goes back almost as far as I can 
remember. I always loved the Disney 
comic books, did them for a while, 
and now I’m finally back to what I 
wanted to do as a kid!” 

Both Jim and Harry prefer working 
with water clay and a ceramic type 
sculpting material. Working with 
those materials. . . and with the help 
of highly skilled crafts people ... 
they have created living scenes out of 
our yet-to-be-released major ani- 
mated film, “The Rescuers”. 

The film, set for release this 
Spring, depicts the adventures of 
two mice out to save a kidnapped 
orphan from the clutches of a villai- 
ness, who needs the little girl to 
steal a priceless diamond. This full- 





length animated feature combines 
comedy, pathos and sheer excite- 
ment into one of the Studio’s most 
entertaining films to date. 

And thanks to the fine work of 


Jim, Harry and the rest of the Dis- 
play Warehouse staff, millions of our 
guests are now able to preview “The 
Rescuers” during their visit to Walt 
Disney World.
